Ths Swing: of the Pendulum 


The enormous demand for products ahd goods of all kinds during the 
war, and the consequent rapid rise in prices not only for such products 
and goods but for all materials and labor entering into their production for 
use, ed problems in finance and economics which taxed the best brains 
Phenomenal increases it prices of ‘all commmoditi¢s in- 
forced increased wages paid to workers in order that Ahey might 
be able to maintain themselves and their families. And increased wages 
could have no other effect than to give still another boost to the costs of 
production, and, as a natural result, another advance in prices. Another 
call for an increase in wages followed, and so the world travelled in a circle. 

With the conclusion, of the war came a sudden cessation in demand 
for those articles Which were required in enormous quantities during. the 
striggle. Coupled with this cessation in was the return of mil- 
lions of men from the armies back to civilian life and the necessity of ab-. 
eorbing them once again into the industrial and productive work of the 
country. Under the conditions it did not take long to make good the 
shortare of goods in practically all lines which had been created during the 
war while the energies of all people were devoted to the making of war ma- 
tetials and equipment. 

Now the world of-finance and business and labor faces the problems of 
decreased demand and falling prices. Difficult were the problems 
created by unprecedented demand, shortage of materials and labor, and 
steadily rising prices, they were simple compared to the difficulties now con- 
fronting everybody because of decreased demand, and consequent unem- 
ployment, resulting in a lessenéd buying power by the public and an inevit- 
able fall in prices of commodities. Yet this new and much more difficult 

problem must be faced and solved, and all classes must contribute their fair 
share to the solution. ‘ 

The chief present difficulty seems. to lie in “the fact that ‘the “working- 
‘man remains insistent that the high scale of wages reached during the war 
period of inflation shall be maintained. Those high wages were the outcome 
of unusual conditions, and any intelligent and observant person must real- 
ize that with the passing of those exceptional conditions, wages, like ev ery: 
thing else, must return to a normal level. 

In order to stimulate buying on the part of people generally, there must 
be a decrease in prices: If there is not sueh a drop in pricesgand, as a 
cohsequence, increased buying, there must inevitably be a curtailment in 
production. A dropping off in industrial production means unemployment’ 
for the workers, not merely at prevailing high wages but at-any wages at 
all, Any increase in the number of the unemployed means a further low- 
ering of the buying power of the people, and a still futthér increase in un- 
employment, or a substantial reduction in the hours of employment—factor- 
fes running half-time instead gf full time. n other words, the world is in 
danger of again travelling in an. economic circle, even more vicious and 
containing greater possibilities of disaster than the one-travelled during the 
‘war years. 

The unfortunate fact is that, to an appalling extent, people today are 
being guided in their actions by untried theories instead of by the actual 
expericnce.of the past. Workers everywhere seem to be demanding the 
eeftlement of present problms in conomics on a basis which totally disre- 
gards fundamental principles which underlie all business and finance. . Dur- 
ing the war the pendulum swung to the extreme limit one way, and. every- 
body had to swing with it; it must swing to the other extreme before an 
equilibrium is reached, and once again eyerybody, is affected. Not by the 
efforts on any one class alone, but only through the combined efforts and co- 
operation of all can a normal level be successfully reached. 

One of the fallacies, which, however, finds ready acceptance in some 
quarters, is that any given industry can fix, its own prices, hours of labor, 
scale of wages, etc. without having regard to other lines of industry. For 
exninple, that railway executives and railway employces can get together 
and decide upon hours of labor and scale of wages,‘and by setting these 
forth in an agreement ratified and signed by both parties, settle the problem 
so far as they are concerned. But not so. If as. the. result of the}

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Getting Meals 
in Advance 


BY LORETTO C. LYNCH 
An Acknowledged Expert ia 
All Matters Pertaining to 
Household Management. . 


There comes a time in the life of 
every housewife when she must either 
be absent from the family. board or 
when she returns home so late that 
she must prepare most of the meal 
ahead. How much easier for every 
one concerned if she has a few emerg- 
ency menus on hand, 

One of these consists of: Boiled 
fish; green. peas, baked macaroni 
with cheese, cold slaw or cabbage 
salad and apple sauce. The mac- 
aroni may be boiled the day be- 
fore, rinsed with cold water and set 
aside in the refrigerator. The apple 
sauce may also be’ prepared. The 
cabbage may be shredded and tied up 
in a damp clotlt. 

On the morning of the day you ex- 
pect to be away, make up the white 
sauce and arrange it and the macaroni 
in the greased baking dish. Sprinkle 
the cheese over the top. And. re- 
place it in the ice box. Finish mak- 
ing the cabbage salad; . Open the 
peas, drain the water from them and 
rinse under the running water. Al- 
low them to air, spread out upon a 
shallow china plate as long as poss- 
ible. Place them in a baking dish or 
cook-pot and add a very little water 
and a bit of butter and-salt and pep- 
Some add a of 


per. teaspoonful 
sugar, Set aside. 
Prepare the fish. Split it open 


and place it skin-side down on a 
greased plate.” Pour oil over the top 
and sprinkle with salt and pepper. Re- 
place in the ice chest close to the ice. 
Cover with another plate. Set your 
table before leaving home and cover 
it with some device to prevent dust} 
getting upon it, 


A steak or chops might be substi-], 


tuted for, fish. Potatoes creamed-and 
baked with cheese might’ replace the 
macaroni dish. Baked apples could 
be used. ° 

A one-piece meal is sometiines de- 
sirable. In a baking dish put a slice 
of sugar-cured ham. Over this pour 
sufficient milk to well cover. Then 
put°a layer of potatoes cut tnto one- 
fourth inch slices. 

Moisten the potatoes with milk and 
spread a bit of fat trimmed from 
some. of the ham over it. Sprinkle 
with paprika or white pepper. Cook 
slowly in a moderate oven.) When 
the potatoes are brown and tender, 
turn out the light. This may be re- 
heated just before serving and with 
canned, fruit and bread and butte: 
makes a very delicious meal. 

From ‘little trips out of the home, 
the housewife often returns with a 
new viewpoint and in general she 
is much happier for the change.

Saskatchewan Field Crops Commis- 
sioner Issues Instructions for 
Those Who Wish to Enter. 

‘An increasing number of Saskatche- 
wan grain growers are indicating a 
desire to grow registered seed grain 
of the standard yaricties and so be- 
come members of the Canadian Seed 
Association, according to 
M. P, Tullis, field crops commissioner 
of the Department of Agriculture. 

“This province has grown or regis- 
tered during the past three years al- 
most as much grain as the rest of 
Canada,” said Mr. Tullis recently. 
“The. quality of this prodiict is not 
excelled, as.is tvidenced by the stand- 
ing of otir wheat, oats and barley at 


J international exhibitions.”. 


The following directions for those 
who wish to grow seed for registra- 
tion have vee prepared by Mr, Tul- 
lis: 

“To link up with ‘the association in 
order for grain to be eligible for reg- 
istration as registered se@d the fol- 
lowing is required: 

(a) The seed must have been pro- 
duced from elite stock seed or regis- 
tered seed, 

(b). The growing crop producing 
seed secking registration must have 
been inspected and approved by a
